LITTLE ROCK (AP) — The 


Missouri Pacific Railroad con- 
tinued to operate with a "skele- 
ton crew" this morning after 
members of the AFL - CIO 
Brotherhood of Railroad Signal- 
men set up picket lines at 6 a. 
m. 


The strike began today after 


government efforts failed to 
mediate a settlement between 
the union and the National Rail- 
way Labor Conference. 


A spokesman for Missouri Pa- 


cific said operation of the rail- 
road was being handled by 
management personnel. He said 
the strike affected about 2,000 
workers in Little Rock. 


more shortly after the 6:01 
a.m. strike call went into ef- 
fect. Other lines were expected 
to follow across the nation as 
the starting time was reached 
in each time zone. 


There was no 
immediate 


word on whether all railroad 
unions would honor the lines 
but union president C.J. Cham- 
berlain said he had received as- 
surances they would. He said 
the strike would affect every 
railroad in the nation. 


The strike came despite gov- 


ernment efforts to mediate a 
settlement between the union 
and the National Railway La- 
bor Conference. 


Labor Secretary James D. 


Hodgson, who announced the 
shutdown in a 1:30 a.m. news 
conference, said the depart- 
ment would continue its efforts 
to mediate a settlement. But he 
did not mention any scheduled 
further bargaining sessions.

Asked if other means might 


be used to halt the strike, Hod- 
gson said "All the other efforts 
available to the department 
have been exhausted at this 
time." He did not elaborate. 


Money was the cause of the 


breakdown in the marathon 
talks, Hodgson said, adding 
that progress had been made in 
settling nonwage 
differences. 


The union had asked for 54 per 
cent increase spread over 36 
months in the $3.78 hourly wage 
for skilled signalmen. 


Management said it favored 


a formula, recommended by 
the emergency board the Presi- 
dent convened at the start of 
the cooling off period, for a 42 
per cent increase in 42 months. 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Like 


David bringing down Goliath, 
the comparatively tiny signal- 
men's union today threw up 
picket lines that began shutting 
down the nation's vast rail 
system. 


The administration called the 


strike a disaster and White 
House sources said President 
Nixon would ask Congress to 
halt it if it continued. 


But Congress had made no 


special plans to handle the 
strike before it recessed for the 
weekend, and it was an open 
question how soon any legisla- 
tion could be passed. It took a 
midnight session to put a stop 
to a one-day nationwide walk- 
out by four other unions last 
December. 


Today's strike by the AFL- 


CIO Brotherhood of Railroad 
Signalmen is the fourth nation- 
wide rail walkout in 50 years.

Jobless Pet. 
in Hope Area 
Is Only 4 


A low unemployment rate of 


about 4 per cent for the Hope 
area has caused a critical 
shortage of male workers in this 
section, according to Teddy 
Jones, manager of the Hope 
Employment Security Division 
Office. This low 4 per cent rate 
compares to a 5.5 per cent figure 
for the state and a 6.1 per cent 
figure for the nation. 


Several local plants and in- 


dustries are undermanned and 
working at less than full capacity 
because of inability to secure an 
adequate labor force. The 
shortage is due in part to 
resumption of construction, 
agriculture and other outdoor 
type work Jones said. 


He mentioned specifically one 


of the oldest plants in Hope which 
had 
to 
curtail 
production 


because of a shortage of 10 men. 
Wages or inexperience are not 
factors he continued because this 
particular plant's beginning 
wage is $1.90 per hour, with time 
and a half for overtime, which is 
well above the minimum wage of 
$1.60 per hour. This industry is 
also willing to train inex- 
perienced workers, as do most 
industries of the area. 


A surplus of female workers in 


the Hope labor market area has 
made it difficult to place women 
in employment during the past 
several months the statement 
continued.

Soviet Opens 
Talks on 
Troop Cut 


MOSCOW (AP) - Soviet For- 


eign 
Minister 
Andrei 
A. 


Gromyko and U.S. Ambassador 
Jacob D. Beam met today to 
discuss the possibility of a mu- 
tual reduction of forces in Eu- 
rope, the U.S. Embassy report- 
ed. 


An embassy spokesman said 


Beam asked for the meeting in 
connection 
with 
Communist 


party chief Leonid I. Brezh- 
nev's appeal last Friday to 
start negotiations on reducing 
troops and armaments in cen- 
tral Europe. 


The Embassy said Gromyko 


and Beam met for about 30 
minutes at the Foreign Minis- 
ter y. 


Brezhnev said Friday in Tbi- 


lisi, the capital of Soviet Geor- 
gia, that: "Some NATO coun- 
tries show an evident interest 
and 
even nervousness 
con- 


cerning reductions of armed 
forces and armaments in Cen- 
tral Europe. 


"Their spokesmen ask whose 


forces are to be reduced—for- 
eign or national, what arma- 
ments, 
nuclear 
or 
con- 


ventional? If anything is not 
clear to somebody we are 
ready to make it clear." 


U.S. Secretary of State Wil- 


liam 
P. 
Rogers 
answered 


Brezhnev's proposal two days 
later in Washington by calling it 
"a little vague." 


"He talked of tasing wine," 


Rogers said. "We would like to 
know first if it is sweet wine, or 
is it sour?" 


He added that the United 


States is "very anxious to nego- 
tiate with the Soviet Union a 
mutual reduction of forces in 
Europe," but first wants some 
assurances the talks would 
have a chance of succeeding. 


He noted then that the U.S. 


ambassador in Moscow would 
begin to feel out these possi- 
bilities. 


The 
embassy 
spokesman 


would say only that Beam and 
Gromyko talked today about 
the "possibility of negotiating 
on mutual force reductions in 
Europe." 


He said the "Ambassador re- 


quested a clarification" of the 
Soviet proposal, and that the 
embassy "will be in touch with 
Washington" on the matter. 


Rogers had criticized 
Sen. 


Mike Mansfield's proposals for 
a 
cut of American 
troops 


strength as dangerous and ir- 
responsible and said such a cut 
might upset chances to nego- 
tiate with the Soviet Union for 
mutual disengagement. 


"Why should we, the United 


States, reduce unilaterally and 
thereby 
kiss

chance we may have to nego- 
tiate successfully with the So- 
viet Union a mutual and bal- 
anced reduction."

Postage 
Hike Now 
in Effect

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 


U.S. Postal Service went to the 
stand today in an attempt to 
justify and make permanent 
the postage increases it already 
has put into effect temporarily. 


Postal 
Service accountants 


and lawyers were the scheduled 
leadoff witnesses as the inde- 
pendent Postal Rate Commis- 
sion opened hearings expected 
to last into the summer. 


The hearings mark an histor- 


ic moment of sorts in the near- 
ly two centuries of the- U.S. 
mails: For the first time since 
1792, the price of stamps and 
other postage will be set not by 
Congress but outside the politi- 
cal arena. 


The first mail-cost increases 


since Congress boosted the cost 
of first class postage to six 
cents in 1967 went into effect at 
midnight Saturday, despite at- 
tempts to stop them in U.S. 
District Court, the Court of Ap- 
peals and the Supreme Court. 


Surface and airmail stamps 


now cost eight cents and 11 
cents, respectively, and post- 
cards six cents. Airmail cards 
went up to nine cents. 


Charges for second and third 


class postage were increased 
by 20 to 30 per cent and special 
delivery rates were increased 
by one third. 


Parcel post was raised an av- 


erage of 15 per cent last No- 
vember, and is not involved in 
the current situation. 


Under last year's postal re- 


form legislation, which created 
the corporate-like Postal Serv- 
ice and the independent, five- 
member Postal Rate Commis- 
sion, the cost of running the 
mails must be spread equally 
and equitably among its users. 


According to the law, the rate 


commission must recommend 
rates to the Postal Service's 
board of governors. The gover- 
nors on Feb. 1 sent the rate 
commission a proposed, $1.45 
billion-a-year 
rate 
package, 


hoping that the commission 
would like it and recommend it 
right back. 
However, the law 


also requires the commission 
take testimony and evidence 
from the mail users who foot 
the bill and from a special sec- 
tion of the commission that rep- 
resents the general public. 


Some 57 organizations repre- 


senting big mailers have signed 
up to be heard, including the 
Magazine Publishers 
Associ- 


ation, the American News- 
papers Publishers Association 
and the Direct Mail Advertisers 
Association.

New Trial on 
Mills' Will 
Case Ordered 


LITTLE ROCK (AP) - The 


Arkansas Supreme Court ruled 
today that the language of a last 
will and testament must take 
precedence over the intent of 
the maker of the will when the 
two are in conflict. 


The court reversed a decision 


by Probate Judge Royce Weis- 
enberger of Hempstead County. 


The ruling came on a suit 


filed by the heirs of Oliver W. 
Mills over his last will and testa- 
ment. 


The will was prepared by Nel- 


lie Jean Webb, formerly a legal' 
secretary. 


In the will, Mills said that if 


he and his wife died "in a com- 
mon disaster" the majority of 
his state would go to Charles 
William Wylie, a nephew of 
Mrs. Mills. 


Mrs. Mills died prior to her 


husband, who passed away on 
Nov. 5, 1969. No language in the 
will made explicit provision for 
distribution of the estate if Mrs. 
Mills preceded her husband in 
death. 


"There is an old adage 'Hard 


cases make bad law'," The Su- 
preme Court said. "The circum- 
stances of this case are such 
that the old adage can be un- 
derstood for actually our hold- 
ing in this case may not be in 
accord with the actual intention 
of Mills ... but certainly it is in 
accord with long established 
law that the court's finding 
shall be based on the intention 
as expressed by the language of 
the will." 


Weisenberger had heard testi- • 


mony indicating that Mills in- 
tended for Wiley to get a ma- 
jority of the estate if Mills and 
his wife were both dead. Since 
there was no language in the 
will providing for majority dis- 
tribution to Wylie except should 
a "common disaster" strike the 
Mills couple, that section of the 
will could not be construed in 
Wylie's favor, the high court 
said. 


"Without any intention of be- 


ing critical of the scrivener of 
this will, we have another clear 
example of a person who is un- 
trained in the law, and totally 
unfamiliar with rules of con- 
struction, preparing a legal in- 
strument," the Supreme Court 
said. 


The case was sent back to the 


probate court.

Atty. Gen. John N. Mitchell 


said the measure is designed to 
"protect the public" and added 
pretrial detention would not be 
imposed until "after a hearing 
with appropriate 
procedural 


safeguards." 


Its use, Mitchell said, would 


be limited to defendants con- 
victed of a felony within the 
past 10 years, those charged 
while free on bail from another 
charge or on parole or proba- 
tion from other felonies, and 
drug addicts. 


Ervin charged that in addi- 


tion to being unconstitutional, 
preventive detention as Mit- 
chell wants it simply would not 
be effective in fighting crime.

Hike in SS 
Benefits Is 
Pushed Hard 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


House Ways and Means Com- 
mittee approved today a five 
per cent across-the-board in- 
crease in Social Security bene- 
fits to be effective June 1, 1972. 


The benefit was inserted at 


the last minute in the com- 
mittee's big social security-wel- 
fare bill, which was then ap- 
proved without further change. 


The House is expected to act 


on the measure early next 
month. The new increase would 
come in addition to a 10 per 
cent increase 
effective this 


year and a 15 per cent increase 
that went into effect last year. 


The committee also retained 


in the bill a provision for auto- 
matic increases in 
benefits 


when the cost of living rises 
three per cent or more in a 
year. 


However, the measure pro- 


vides that no automatic in- 
crease can take place in the 
year following a legislative in- 
crease. So, adoption of the five 
per cent raise in 1972 would 
mean that no additional auto- 
matic raise could go into effect 
before 1974. 


The increase was estimated 


to provide an additional $2.1 
billion 
for 
Social 
Security 


recipients in the first full year 
of its operation. 


There would be no immediate 


increase in taxes above the in- 
creases that already had been 
written into the bill, and which 
would mean a maximum addi- 
tional tax next year of $145 on 
a worker earning $10,200 or 
more and on his employer. 


The committee voted 13 to 12 


for the increase. 


A move oy Rep. James A. 


Burke, D-Mass., for a 50 per 
cent increase, went down with- 
out a recorded vote. A proposed 
7 per cent increase was de- 
feated 13 to 11 and a 5 per cent 
increase 13 to 12. 


In each case several Southern

Ouachita 
WASHINGTON (AP) — Con- 


gress was asked today to vote 
$14.9 million for the Ouachita 
River 9-foot navigation project 
in Louisiana 
and Arkansas. 


President Nixon had budgeted 
$9.6 million for the project. 


The request for the more than 


50 per cent boost was made by 
H.K. Thatcher, Camden, Ark., 
of the Ouachita River Valley As- 
sociation. He testified to a 
House Public Works Appropria- 
tion subcommittee. 


Thatcher said the President's 


request was $2,425,000 short of 
the amount needed to complete 
construction work in Louisiana 
and to make a start on the pro- 
ject phases in Arkansas. 


He asked the subcommittee to 


approve $4,228,000 for the chan- 
nel construction work, com- 
pared with $1,803,000 as recom- 
mended by the budget. 


He said this would permit al- 


location of $325,000 in funds to 
plan the Felsenthal and Calion 
locks and dams in Arkansas. 


Construction work on the pro- 


ject in Arkansas has been de- 
layed several years because of 
inability of local interests to 
provide additional land Army 
Engineers said is needed for the 
Felsenthal reservoir area.

KNOXVILLE, Tenn. (AP) - 


The National Collegiate Athletic 
Association and the Amateur 
Athletic Union, long in a bitter 
hassle over the control of ama- 
teur athletics in the country, 
again are trying to resolve the 
feud. 


The presidents of the organi- 


zation, Jack Kelly of the AAU 
and Dr. Earl Ramer of the 
NCAA, met here today for what 
they called exploratory talks. 


"We are trying to find a way 


of bringing the two organiza- 
tions together," said Ramer, 
who also is faculty chairman of 
the University of Tennessee.

result of the uncertain political

in Cairo

President Anwar Sadat's purge 
of his Egyptian rivals. 


They said until the situation 


in Cairo clarifies, Washington 
would be unable to pursue its 
campaign for an Egyptian-Is- 
raeli agreement to permit re- 
opening of the Suez Canal. 


Diplomatic maneuvers also 


will be hampered for the rest of 
this month because Premier 
Golda Meir will be visiting 
Scandinavia, and Foreign Min- 
ister Abba Eban will be touring 
Africa. 


Israeli leaders took a re- 


strained attitude toward Sa- 
dat's arrest of rivals he ac- 
cused of polotting against him. 
The Israeli cabinet heard re- 
ports Sunday on Egypt's politi- 
cal turmoil from Defense Min- 
ister Moshe Dayan and the 
army intelligence chief, Lt. 
Gen. Haron Yariv. 


No details of the cabinet dis- 


cussion was cisclosed. But spe- 
cialists on Arab affairs agreed 
that 
Sadat's 
purge 
was 


prompted by internal political 
friction and not by his recent 
attempts to reach agreement 
with Israel on the canal. How- 
ever, they would not speculate 
on how Sadat's snakeup may 
affect efforts toward a settle- 
ment. 


The uncertainty felt by policy 


makers in Jerusalem was re- 
flected in the lack of political 
declarations for or against Sa- 
dat. 


In Cairo, Sadat hit back at 


critics of his efforts to reach a 
peaceful settlement with Israel. 


"We are seeking peace based 


on justice, not peace at any 
price as some people think," 
Sadat said in an adress to Mos- 
lem religious leaders. 


"We are following three par- 


allel paths, the military buildup 
which is the basis, the political 
struggle and the construction of 
a modern state based on faith 
and science. 


"We must purge our lands of

The officers went to Farmer's 


front porch and Davidson quot- 
ed him as telling them, "get out 
or I'll kill you." 


"We got off the porch when 


we saw he was armed," said 
Davidson, who headed for their 
car while Crossno ducked be- 
hind a tree and began trying to 
talk the man into putting down 
the shotgun. 


"I was radioing for help when 


I heard a shot and saw my part- 
ner fall onto the grass grabbing 
at he head," said Davidson. "I 
emptied my service revolver 
into the front door and radioed 
that my partner had been hurt 
bad." 


When additional officers ar- 


rived on the scene they drew 
more fire from the house. 


Chief Henry Lux said from 200 


to 300 rounds were fired into the 
house. Police fire was from 
time to time in massed volley 
and was especially intense as 
Crossno was dragged past the 
house to the ambulance. A po- 
lice helicopter met the ambu- 
lance two blocks away and air- 
lifted the officer to the hospital. 


Tactical Police Commander 


Capt. John Molner then ordered 
a final barrage against the 
house, followed by tear gas 
through all eight windows. 


Police smased in the front 


door and found Farmer inside 
on the floor, wrapped in a wet 
blanket. He was removed to a 
hospital for treatment of tear 
gas inhalation and a minor 
wound. Officers said a bullet 
severed one of his fingers.

Dear Dr. L a m b — W h a t 


causes me to have tightness 
and soreness in the back of 
my neck at the base of my 
head. At times I give a 
quick jerk with my head and 
it makes a popping noise 
and it relieves the pressure 
for a short while. I am in- 
clined to be very nervous. It 
comes on me more if I am 
upset over anything. When I 
was 20, I received a hard 
blow on my chin, and the 
trouble came on shortly aft- 
erwards. I am 48 now and 
wonder if that could have 
been the start. Could you 
tell me what I should do to 
r e l i e v e the condition and 
what doctor I should see for 
some help? At my age it will 
be bothering me more. 


Dear Reader—As you de- 


scribe your pain, it is prob- 
ably due to muscle spasm. 
The muscles in the neck con- 
tract and cause limitation of 
motion and give rise to pain. 
When you move your head 
and stretch the muscle suffi- 
ciently, the spasm or cramp 
is relieved and the pain may 
disappear. This is similar to 
stretching the calf muscle if 
you have a cramp in the leg.

experiencing tension. There 
are a lot of things, however, 
which can contribute to the 
problem, and apparently you 
have been having difficulties 
for almost 28 years. 


Posture can be a contrib- 


uting factor, if you have one 
leg w h i c h is considerably 
shorter than the other, the 
entire skeleton will be out of 
line and will change the pull 
on the various muscles along 
the spine all the way up to 
the neck. 
Such an underlying pos- 


tural defect can constantly 
irritate the m u s c l e s and 
make them more susceptible 
to spasms or cramping. Dis- 
orders of this sort can be 
corrected, or helped, with a 
heel lift (a pad under the 
heel or increasing the thick- 
ness of the heel of the shoe) 
in many cases. 


You should see a specialist 


in physical medicine. Your 
family doctor, c o u n t y or 
state medical society can 
give you the name of a 
reputable specialist in phys- 
ical m e d i c i n e near your 
home. Underlying disorders, 
like postural defects, usually 
can be corrected. 


In the meantime, for re- 


current episodes, you may 
soak the neck muscles with 
a hot towel until the muscles 
are warmed and then try to 
move and rotate the head as 
much as possible, thereby 
relieving muscle s p a s m s . 
That is about as far as you 
should go without having an 
examination. 


Aspirin, which is remark- 


ably good at relieving pain, 
is sometimes helpful in mak- 
ing these conditions toler- 
able. 


Avoid anyone who wishes 


to m a n i p u l a t e your head. 
S u d d e n , sharp twists and 
turns of the head have been 
known to cause dislocation of 
the cervical (neck) spine, 
causing severe injuries and 
even death. Be certain that 
you see a reputable physi- 
cian for this type ot prob- 
lem.

The U.S. Navy confirmed today 
the nuclear submarines using 
the Holy Loch base in Scotland 
are being fitted with the new 
multiple-warhead Poseidon mis- 
siles. 


"The British government has 


agreed to extension of the use 
of the Holy Loch base for sub- 
marines carrying Poseidon mis- 
siles, and the base is now being 
used for this purpose," said 
Cmdr.

Cost of SST 
Revival Is 
Reduced

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 


White House is moving to as- 
sure Senate backers of a re- 
vived supersonic transport that 
it really won't cost another bil- 
lion dollars to get the SST pro- 
gram going again. 


The use of the billion-dollar 


figure by spokesmen for the 
prime SST contractor, Boeing 
Co., 
was viewed by Senate 


Democratic Leader Mike Mans- 
field as dimming any prospect 
his chamber will go along with 
House action last week and 
vote to put more funds into SST 
development. 


Battle over the money esti- 


mates was the focus of five 
hours of Senate debate sched- 
uled today. A vote is in pros- 
pect early Wednesday evening. 


Sunday, Clark McGregor, the 


former Minnesota congressman 
now the chief White House lob- 
byist 
on Capitol Hill, said 


Boeing Chairman William Allen

was wrong in predicting an SST 
revival could cost as much as 
$1 billion. 


'Should the Senate vote to 


continue the SST as the House 
has done, startup costs will be 
nothing like those publicized as 
having come from the Boeing 
chairman," McGregor asserted. 


McGregor commented on the 


CBS TV-Radio program "Face 
the Nation." 


In a news conference last 


week Allen said all SST con- 
tracts would have to be renego- 
tiated before any work could 
begin, probably at a higher 
cost. He said the scattered SST 
assembly team would have to 
be rehired. 


These 
and other expenses 


would bring the cost for renew- 
ing the SST production to no 
less than $500 million and per- 
haps as high as $1 billion, Allen 
said. The aerospace industry, 
hurt by the refusal of Congress 
to refund 
the program two 


months ago, would now want 
iron-clad guarantees the project 
would go forward 
to com- 


pletion, he stated. 


McGregor cited estimates it 


would cost some $700 million 
just to dismantle the SST pro- 
gram compared to no more 
than $500 million to revive it.
